Mr. John Kolmar and Mr. Jim Sproull recently presented an 
educational program on the types of errors that can be 
encountered (or sought!) when coin collecting. Their talk 
defined and showed examples of the many types of errors, 
which can be grouped broadly as Planchet, Die, or Strike Errors. Their discussion included the following topics: 





Planchet Errors: 


Clipped Planchets - Curved and Straight — A 
clipped error coin exists because there was a 
mistake when making the planchet.

Defective Planchets — The planchet sheet may be defective for a number of reasons, such as when dirt, foreign 
material, or impurities are introduced when the planchet sheet is made. The foreign material can produce a 
sheet that has holes or is missing some, or all, of a layer (called a lamination error). Three examples of these 
types of errors are shown below:

Incorrect Planchet - The most basic type of planchet error is when 
the wrong planchet is fed into a press, such as when a dime 
planchet is fed into the press when cents are being minted. 
Because planchets are fed via a feeding tube sized for the coin 
being minted, and the collar of the coin is also sized for the given 
denomination, these conditions restrict this type of errors to only 
occur when the planchet is smaller than the coin being minted. As 
an example, using the 11 cent piece shown, a dime-sized planchet 
(or in this case an actual dime itself) fit inside the cent-sized

Die Errors 


Die Breaks — Cracks and Cuds — Through use, minting dies may crack and 
actually break during their working life. Die cracks typically start out small 
and become bigger with age. When a cracked die is used to mint a coin, 
the planchet metal will flow into the crack, creating a raised error on the 
coin. A “cud” occurs when the die actually breaks, leaving a void when the 
coin is struck. Since there is no die face, and hence no design elements, in 
this section, the corresponding portion of the coin will be featureless.

The error occurs when the die or the hub (used to 
make the design impression on the die) shifts during the image transfer 
process, imparting two distinct images on the finished dies, which then are transferred to each coin struck. 
Usually doubling of the design elements is most noticeable in the lettering and / or the numbering. The most 
famous example of this type of error is the 1955-P Double Die Obverse Lincoln Cent. 





Manual Die changes — In some cases an error is introduced when Pos 
the die undergoes changes to the design as a result of maintenance 
or human error. A famous example of a maintenance-related error 
is the 1937-D Three-Legged Buffalo nickel, where one leg of the 
animal was essentially removed from the design by polishing of the 
die. Another common example is the overdate error, which applies 
to older coins minted when the dates were manually punched into 
the dies. In this case an incorrect date is over stamped with a new

Strike Errors: 


Mechanical Doubling - This type of doubling, (also known as strike, ejection, shelf or shift 
doubling) is not the result of the design on the die being doubled. Rather, this type of 
doubling happens when the die is not fully seated, allowing it to move during striking. 
This creates a flat, shelf-like doubling which is much different than the doubling resulting 
from a die error. Typically a coin with this type of error has much less value that a double 
die error coin. 


Clashed Dies — During minting, if the planchet is missing, it allows the anvil and hammer 
dies to strike each other, which typically causes damage to both dies. Generally, some

Struck Through Errors — Sometimes a foreign object will get into the 
minting press. If this object comes between the planchet and the striking 
dies, then an outline of the object will be imparted onto the coin. These 


errors are very rare and typically unique, given they are the result of a 
transient foreign body in the press. 


A final topic discussed by John was the subject of 
value. One difficulty in collecting error coins (and 
currency, for that matter) is being able to establish a 
value for a given item.

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Beauty is in the eye of the Beholder

Author’s Notes: 


Regarding the adage “Beauty is in the eye of the Beholder”: Per Mr. Gary Martin of The Phrase Finder webpage: 
The person who is widely credited with coining the saying in its current form is Margaret Wolfe Hungerford (née 
Hamilton), who wrote many books, often under the pseudonym of 'The Duchess’. In Molly Bawn, 1878, there's 
the line "Beauty is in the eye of the beholder", which is the earliest citation that | can find in print. 


John Kolmar started collecting coins when he was 8 years old. One of his aunts had jars full of wheat pennies 
that she gave him. Going thru them sparked his interest in coins. He also had an uncle who would send him coins 
to expand his collection. John’s interest in error coins started around the same time. He found some error coins, 
which spurred his desire to learn more about them. John gained much of his knowledge by subscribing to a 
monthly journal about error coins. While John’s collecting activities took a back seat for many years while he 
raised a family, he routinely checked his pocket change for errors, and occasionally he found one. With more 
time available now, John continues to research and catalog error coins. 


Jim Sproull’s numismatic collecting interest also began at an early age. When he was 8 or 9 years old a neighbor 
who owned a local gasoline station would let Jim “borrow” rolls of coins to search for interesting items, which 
he would swap for routine coins, and then he would return the rolls. This pattern continued through high school, 
after which Jim’s coin collecting efforts took a breather as he began a family and a career. Fascinated with 
history, Jim’s collecting interest spans a broad spectrum: Shipwreck coins, Jefferson nickels, Peace dollars, 
foreign silver coins (for their beauty and inherent value), and more recently, error coins.

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Indian Head Cents, Getting Back to Basics 
By Mark Benvenuto 


The recent spate of what could be called resurrected United States 
coin designs — the centennial versions of the dime, quarter, and half dollar 
— can make us wonder if more 
might be waiting in the wings for 
some future release date. It could 
be neat to see a gold version of 
Mr. Longacre’s Indian Head 
cent, for instance. And even 
though we haven’t heard that this 
might be coming, just the thought 
makes now as good a time as any 
to look once again at collecting our 
classic and beautiful Indian Head 
cents. 





First year of issue, the 1859 


What must have been called the “new small cent” in 1859 was 
already a couple of years old when Mr. Longacre’s now-famous image of 
Liberty in a Native American headdress was given the primacy of place 
that year. Plenty of Flying Eagle cents had been coined for the previous 
two years when this new design was released in such large amounts that 
just about everything that came before it was dwarfed. The 36,400,000 
cents minted in this one year is actually a larger number than the 
31,443,321 people recorded in the Census of 1860. Of course, that doesn’t 
mean everyone of those folks saw or used one, as money 1s never evenly 
distributed throughout the nation. But it’s still an interesting comparison. 


Importantly, the large number of 1859 Indian Head cents produced 
means that they are not particularly hard to find today. Forty dollars can 
net a good looking one in a condition such as VF-20. They are even 
available as proofs, if you have the money to spend for one. 


Change the wreath, 1860 — 1864

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As with quite a few different United 
States coins, the design of the Indian 
Head was changed after only one year of 
‘4 issue. In this case, the reverse was

C De, # wreath and an added federal shield, while 
Sh cA y the obverse was left alone. The output 

¥ for these five years is generally hefty, 
with the 1861 marking the low point — 
which was still an impressive 10.1 
million pieces. Once again, those large 
Mint tallies mean that collectors today do not have it too tough when 
looking for examples to add to any growing collection. A person can 
spend $100 per coin and get for themselves ones pretty close to mint state. 





Change the alloy, bronze, 1864 until the end 


By 1864, the War had affected the economy of both sides enough 
that copper coins were generally gone from circulation, replaced by bronze 
tokens and store cards — in some cities, by a rather bewildering array of 
them. That appears to be one major reason that the alloy of the Indian 
Head cent was switched in 1864, now to a bronze composition that was 
95% copper, and the remainder zinc and tin. The change occurred in the 
middle of the year, which means that collectors have two different 1864 
cents to acquire, if they so choose. The copper-nickel pieces — the first 
issue of the year — weigh in at 4.67 grams, while the bronze version weighs 
in at 3.11 grams. Some folks claim they can feel this difference in their 
hand. The rest of us might want to use a jeweler’s scale to be sure. 


One thing of which we can all be sure is that from this time onward, there 
are a lot of Indian Head cents. For the person on a tight budget, there are 
plenty available in the lower circulated grades for $5 - $10 per coin. After 
all, these were working coins, and plenty of them have acquired some wear 
in their lifetimes. For the person with money to burn, there are even 
proofs for virtually every year of issue, some of which might be available 
for only a few hundred dollars. Even if we were to make as complete a 
collection as possible on a budget, 1t would be truly

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wonderful to add a single proof piece as something of the star in the 
crown, as it were. 


As with most series, there are some rarities within the Indian Head 
cents, and here they fall into two categories: some sort of machine error on 
the one hand, and small mintages on the other. The first includes the 1867- 
over-7, the 1869-over-9, the 1873-with-doubled-Liberty, the 1888-over-7, 
and the 1894-over-1894. All these are expensive, and most of us probably 
leave them to the serious aficionado of Indian Head cents. The second cat- 
egory makes us wonder just how rare the small mintages really are, as they 
include the following: the 1877 with 852,500 to the official tally, the 1908- 
S with 1,115,000, and the 1909-S with 309,000. Of those three, it’s not too 
hard to claim the 1909-S is indeed a rarity, although that number is certain- 
ly not tiny. But the first two qualify as big numbers in general, if we do 
not simply compare them to the other issues within this series. The 1908-S 
in particular is one we have to wonder about, at least as to why its price is 
so high. Perhaps it is yust the long-term love affair we as collectors have 
with virtually every U.S. coin with that ‘S’ mint mark on it. 


Don’t let these few high prices Indian Head cents keep you from all 
the fun of the series, however. We can assemble an almost complete set 
for some very reasonable prices, and build a handsome collection. Even 
sticking to an upper limit of $10 per coin will net us a large portion of the 
entire date run in a middle, circulated state. 


So, all things considered, we can still have a lot of fun with Indian 
Head cents, even if there is never one “resurrected” in gold. The series has 
something for new collectors, as well as for seasoned veterans. All the In- 
dians already out there in bronze or copper do still provide us with some 
great collecting prospects.

When considering writing an article for Young Numismatists, | have to put aside 
my collecting habits today and go back to the 1970s when | began my collecting 
career. When | go back, | remember the thrill | got when | received an 
Eisenhower (or Ike) dollar in change or from the bank. These were HUGE and 
very cool. In 1976 for our nation’s bicentennial, they even created a special one 
too. | was able to put together a set of business strike Ike dollars from going to 
the bank and these were at FACE VALUE. | cut grass and did chores to be able 
to buy the special silver issues and proof issues that were still very affordable 
back then. Today, this short series can make a great set for young collectors to 
start off with. Believe it or not, you can get circulated ones still from some banks 
today. Below is a great article by James Bucki on how to collect “Ike” Dollars. 
Also note... .1 still have my Eisenhower dollar collection to this day! 


How to Collect Eisenhower "Ike" Dollars 


A Guide to Collecting Eisenhower Dollars 
BY JAMES BUCKI 





History of the Eisenhower Dollar 
Eisenhower dollars are also known as "Ike Dollars" or "Ikes". They were first 


minted in 1971 to celebrate the United States accomplishment of landing the first 
human on the moon. Since it was President Dwight D. "Ike" Eisenhower who 
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ultimately authorized the creation of NASA in 1958, it was decided that his portrait 
would adorn the obverse of this new U.S. dollar coin. In 1975 the United States 
Mint began coining dollar coins bearing the duel date 1776-1976 to celebrate the 
bicentennial anniversary of the American Revolutionary War. These bicentennial 
dollars were minted through the end of 1976. Overall demand for these circulating 
dollar coins was very low and in 1978 the last Eisenhower dollar was minted. 
These large dollar coins were replaced with the new smaller Susan B. Anthony 
dollar. Unfortunately, the new smaller dollar coins did not circulate any better than 
the large Ike dollars. 


Collecting Eisenhower Dollars (Ike Dollars) 


Assembling a complete set of Eisenhower Dollars by date, mintmark, and 
popular varieties requires a total of 34 coins. Since these coins are no longer 
made and rarely found in circulation, you'll have to buy your coins through a coin 
dealer. The only place where these coins regularly circulated was in the casinos 
on the West Coast of the United States and the occasional Christmas gift to a 
child. Therefore, most circulated examples can be obtained for a small premium 
over face value. Most uncirculated examples can be purchased for around 
$10.00USD. There were also a number of issues that were specially minted for 
collectors that sell for a reasonable price. The 40% silver issues are usually 
influenced by the current price of silver. 


The beginning collector should start by assembling a date and mint mark set 
of business strike coins in either circulated or uncirculated condition. Don't worry 
about the special collector issues, proof coins and various die varieties. 





The intermediate collector will assemble a collection of coins that not only include 
the date and mint mark set of business strike coins, but should also include the 
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special collector issues, and proof coins. Business strikes should be collected in 
uncirculated condition. 


The advanced collector will strive to assemble a complete collection of Eisenhower 
dollars by including all business strike issues, special collector coins, proof coins 
and more popular die varieties. The discerning collector will strive to find the best 
quality business strike and proof coins available. The special collector issues will 
be top-notch and without toning or environmental damage. 





Keys to Collecting 


You'll find that coin dealers have an ample supply of both circulated 

and uncirculated coins. If you are an advanced collector, the uncirculated coins 
may require some searching across several dealers to find the date and high- 
quality grade that you are looking for at a price you are willing to pay. Finding 
uncirculated examples that have relatively few bag marks will require some 
searching. Look for a good strike and nice eye appeal when selecting specimens 
for your collection. 


The intermediate and advanced collector will endeavor to find coins that are well 
struck and have minimal bag marks on them. You can tell if a coin is well struck by 
looking at the obverse side and inspecting the area on Eisenhower's lower cheek 
line. Additionally, look at the fields of the coin for an incomplete strike where mint 
luster is lacking. 


Advanced collectors will also want to add proof issues to their Eisenhower Dollars 


collection. Proof coins were struck in all years from 1971 until 1978 and 40% silver 
issues were produced from 1971 until 1976. Additionally, you should collect the 
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three different varieties of Ike dollar business strikes that were produced in 1972 
for circulation. As time progresses, more die varieties are being found and are 
becoming popular with collectors of Eisenhower "Ike" dollars.

(mint mark) on the coin, indicating which United States 
government mint produced it. Sometimes governments will 
make proof coins at a different mint than the regular 
(circulation strike) coins. The US government has minted 
coins at these mints in the past: 

P - Philadelphia * 

S - San Francisco 

W - West Point 

D - Denver 

D - also used for Dahlonega GA mint on old gold coins ** 
CC - Carson City (old silver coins) ** 

C - Charlotte NC mint - on old gold coins ** 

O - New Orleans ** 


* Plain, with no mint mark, usually indicates it was made at 
the Philadelphia mint. 
*** Coins are no longer produced at these mints.
